Are Returned 


After a year of Federal Umitrol, tile telephone property, which 
makes up the Hell I elephune System, is Im lay returned lo its own­ 
ers bv the l imed States < iovernmeiit. W hile the property has 
been properly maintained, ii is not the same property which the 
i i<ivenunent took ovei oil Vitalist I , D)iS. It is not as adequate for 
its job or a- well manned as it was; that it is not, is in no way tile 
fault of Federal Control, which was eminently fair. 
It is due to 
causes for which neither the Government nor the companies are 
to Manic. 
A year ago today we were at war. Labor and materials needed 
for both telephone operation and construction were turned to mil­ 
itary ti -es. Some materials were so vital to the carrying "ii <d t in - 
war that even the work of providing telephone facilities for the 
Government was retarded, and no part of them could he spared 
for commercial telephone purposes.

unprecedented emergency, there began a rush for construction,

return of the property conies in the very midst of this race b e­ 
tween an overpowering demand and an upbuilding of a system 
whose grow th was held flack and whose forces were scattered by 
I he vital needs < >f war. 
Much progress has been made in the upbuilding of this system, 
hut far more is st ill required to meet the swift growth of b u siness; 
and also to give “ First-Aid” to every other business and every 
other service struggling against an unprecedented demand.
